street that he first saw back in 1897 when, as a young man, he was 
enroute to the Gray and White meadow country of the high Sierra 


on a three-week deer hunting trip. 


Clem recalls there wasn’t much 
in Springville 64 years ago, but 
he liked the foothill country, and 
it was at Springville that he 
eventually settled, in 1911, and 
raised his family. 

Born in Lincoln county, Mis- 
souri, in 1871, Clem came to 
California in the 1890s, riding 
“a slow freight from St. Louis to 
San Francisco’, then moving 
down into the San Joaquin val- 
ley to find work driving a four- 
mule Fresno scraper near Mer- 
ced. : 

In 1897 he worked for Bill 


Swall, of Tulare, tending header | 


on a harvester in the Tulare 
Lake basin; later he drove for 
Jack and Louie Keeley southwest 
of Porterville, working an eight- 
horse plow team; a four-horse 
grain seeder, and a 10-horse har- 
row. 

During the fall and winter he 
worked in citrus orchards in the 
Lindsay area — he learned or- 
chard care and tree pruning back 
in Missouri — and in 1899 he 


worked far Nate Ball, who put 
in the first cement flume in the 
Lindsay district, Ball represent- 
ing the Riverside Cement com- 


pany in a contract with Captain 
Hutchinson. 

In the summer of 1898 Clem 
went to work at the Enterprise 
mill above Springville, cross cut-

WHAT MAKES A COUNCILMAN 


With a city election coming up April 4, and with city voters 
offered a choice for three seats between one incumbent and 
seven other candidates, it seems timely that we think a little 
about what, in general terms, makes a good councilman. 


Our ideas are these, not necessarily in order of impdrtance: 
LA city councilman should be a property owner and should have 


an investment in the city, since the decisions he must make are 
of considerable concern to property owners and to persons who 
earn their livelihood in Portervill é 


2. He should be an individual who has lived in the commun- 
ity long enough to have gained some knowledge as to back- 
‘ ground and problems of the community. 


3. He should be an individual without "special axes to 
grind”; an individual who thinks in terms of "the greatest good 
for the greatest number", not in terms of "what's good for me." 


4. He should be an individual with a background of com- 
munity activity — chamber of commerce, service club, civic com- 
mittees, city business. 


5. He should have the time, and the inclination, to study 
and inform himself on issues that face the city council. 


6. He should be capable of stating his case, of listening to 
others, of making up his mind, of voting his conviction, then, win 
or lose, accept the majority decision and move on to the next 
item of business. 


7. He should be in a position to act on his own best thinking 
and not be indebted to any group or individual to a point where 
he can be "pressured." 


8. Considering the above points, he must have the ability to 
make logical decisions, to act on a basis of logical reasoning, 
and to stand on his basic principles. 


9. He should be an individual who thinks before he com- 
mits himself. 


In deciding for whom you will vote on April 4, you might-run 
these ideas over in your mind, check them against statements and 
your personal knowledge of the candidates. 


Then you have one final consideration: How does the basic 
thinking of the candidate compare with your own basic thinking 
concerning the responsibilities of municipal government, and you 
might personally talk to the condidates and let them spell out the 
details of their general statements. 


You will note that we have not mentioned the point of wheth- 
er or not you personally like or dislike a candidate.

We are having plenty of 
fish now-a-days. Have come 14!/) miles this day. Gone some 
three miles off our course. Boys in camp are all well & having 
a jolly time. 


Saturday 22d of May /58 Under the present arrangement 
there has been but one drive made to day. We have traveled in 
sight of the Conchos all day. There has been a number of Rattle 
Snakes killed today by the boys. Captain Holliday has been 
very fortunate in capturing an Indian horse (As we suppose)’ him 
to be.. The Horse had a halter on when found. We have seen 
fresh signs of Indians on our road to day, but hope we shall not 
have an attack by them. This distance we have come this day is 
17!/, miles along tedious drive. Our Camping Ground is very 
pleasant considering. Weather appears like rain. Though what 
do | care, let it come. Amen. 


Sunday the 23d of May /58 We have all been spared to 
witness another Sabbath day, Yet | fear we do not keep it holy 
as we ought. The day is pleasant, & we have crossed the Con- 
chos again a bout 26 miles from where we did before. We are 
camping on its banks. Arrived at 10 A.M. & intend to leave at 
6 Oclock P.M. Mr. Wallace is shoeing the Wild’ Horse of the 
Prairie that was caught by the Captain of our train. J. E. Eddy, 
the jeweler is trying to take a knap, but will hardly make it out 
| think. The Waggon that he is lying under is loaded with Alco- 
hol and works much against him. Maise and Brownson is out 
herding & will remain there untill Eddy & Myself secure our din- 
ners, when we will release them. There is abundance of Black 
currants in this section, they are the largest and finest | ever saw. 
We still have fish in large quantities. It was 9 Oclock P.M: be- 
fore we camped. There is no water on our camp ground. The 
distance we have moved is |3!/> miles. 


Monday May, 24th /58. Again we were up by the brake 
of day, and on our way across the desolate plains of Texas. We 
have mace two drives this day. Camped on the branch of the 
Chonoho for breakfast, & then went on to the Kioway Creek, 
making in all 16!/5 miles. 


Tuesday May 25th /58. Blessed be our redeemer for this 
day rest. We are now camped on Kiooway Creek where there 
is plenty of fish, Wild Turkeys & Berries of different kinds. "We 
spend the day here & intend to remain until 3 Oclock P.M. to- 
morrow. This fore noon | spend on herd and have been washing 


my clothes this afternoon, quite industrious. — It has been a 
washing day in camp & every one had got on a clean shirt, the 
day has been very warm. Sun scoarching. — A number of boys 


are feeling quite rich, from the effects of a little Alcohol and 
water to drink. Yet | am happy to day there has not one drop 
of intoxicating fluid entered my stomache since we left Fort 
Chadborne. | forgot to mention Yesterday that | found a cow 
& calf, the Cow has a noble bag & will give us all the milk we 
want if properly attended to. — 


Wednesday the 26th of May 1858. — By the good will of 
our Maker we have been favored again with a clear and bright 
sky. We abandon our old camping ground on Kioway Creek at 
4 Oclock at night, & then we were obliged to stop on account 
of loosing our Road. It was a beautiful night to travel & we were 
sorry to be under the necessity of camping. However it will not 
be any disadvantage to us for we have found plenty of Water 
here in the Chamanche Creek (as | call it). The day has been un- 
comfortable hot, very much so. We filled our Rigs and Barrels 
with water at Kioway Creek, thinking that would be the last wa- 
ter we should get until we reached the Pecos River. We have 
rolled over the Prairie the distance of 10 miles. | cut my name 
in large letters on a tree beside the Kioway Creek, May it stay 
there until | Come again —, 


Thursday the 27th of May /58. | feel to sleepy to 
note down anything that has transpired on our travel this day. 
Yet | will try & do it. Left camp in the Afternoon & joged along 
on the road until about 3 Oclock at night A.M. ‘We passed Mus- 
tang pond before dark, at this place we saw a drove of wild 
Horses or mustangs, it being the first | ever saw or has been seen 
on our way. At first we thought of Indians & prepared to meet 
them, but soon found. out to the contrary. | have killed one of 
these Prairie dogs again to day. The weather is exceeding hot 
| feel a little under the weather, but hope | will come all right 
when we reach the Pecos. The Captain is sick, says he will die in 
two days. The boys are all right. We came last evening 28!/, 
miles. Oh how sleepy | am. 


Friday 28th of May /58 — We arrose this morning at sun- 
up with only two hours sleep. What would | give not to be dis- 
turbed, but it cannot be helped. We must go or all perish on 
the Desert. Soon as breakfast was over our teams were put to 
the Waggon & traveled until two or three Oclock P.M. making 15 
miles at one drive. We then camped untill, about sun down. 


When we all started again. A worse looking set of men you | 


never saw than we are. Our fare has no features of a white man 
we are completely covered with dust & dirt. Road very bad. 
| had the pleasure of riding in the Ambulance this forenoon, did 
sleep a little, there is no timber or wood of any kind about here, 
scarcely enough to make a fire with. Our stock is suffering great- 
ly for the want of water. We left this evening at the appointed 
time and traveled all night & next day untill about 4 Oclock P.M. 
Making the distance of 90 miles across the Desert in 48 hours. 
The Mules & loose herd reached the Pecos in 43 hours. We only 
lost two steers on the Desert & they dropped in a few hundred

VISALIA, March 23 — There 
will be 800,000 more acres under 
cultivation in California in 
1975 and the largest share of 
the increase will be in the San 
Joaquin valley, predicted George 
Alcorn, director of the Califor- 
nia Agricultural Extension serv- 
ice. 

The statement was made in a 
speech given before the board 
and membership of the Califor- 
nia Farm Bureau Marketing As- 
sociation at the dinner session 
of their annual meeting at the 
Fraternal hall in Hanford. 

Alcorn reviewed the present 
status of California prior to mak- 
ing his predictions for the fu- 
ture. He called California’s agri- 
culture the envy and wonder of 
the world with its 279 enormous- 
ly diversified commercial crops.

1900 he worked at the Dillon- 
r) wood mill; in 1901 at the Avon 

Coburn mill on Bear Creek, then, 
in the winter of 1901, as a prun- 
er in the Sprott citrus grove be- 
low Springville. ; 

In the summer of 1902 he went 
back to the Dillonwood mill, in 
1903 he again worked in the 
Sprott grove; in 1904 he worked 
for Charles Elster at his Moun- 
tain Home saw mill, then, in the 
fall of 1904 went to work as 
foreman on the Sprott property, 
a job he held for eight years, 

“I liked the logging camps”, 
Clem recalls. ‘The weather was 
good, and so was the pay — $60 
a month for cross cutting and 
$65 a month for falling, plus 
board. Down in the valley a 
man made $1.50.a day, and paid 
50 cents a day for board.” 

In the early days of Spring- 
ville, Mrs. Blake had a hotel for

teamsters and hunters, Clem re- 
members. There Was a barn that 
could house 60 head of horses, 
and the Coburn mill was built 
and operated near the Spring- 
ville Soda spring. 

Traffic in those days consist- 
ed mostly of heavy teams — four 
to 10 horses — with two or three 
loads of lumber coming out of 
the mountains daily into Spring- 
ville. F 

“Of course these horses needed 
hay,” Clem says, “and I remem- 
ber when Sam Birkhead brought 
a four-horse load of hay up from 
the valley and sold it for enough 
to build himself a three-room 
house.”’ 

Teams working between Spring- 
ville and the mountain lumber 
camps on Bear creek above Milo, 
and in the Mountain Home coun- 
try, made about three round trips 
a week, Clem recalls; teamsters 
drove with a jerk line. 

It was around 1911 that Jona- 
than Mays built a livery stable 


in Springville — the building is 
now the Gifford market — and 
prior to that Mays operated a 
blacksmith shop and ran a stage. 

One relic of the past, an old 
lumber wagon, built by Mays, 
still can be seen at the George 
Haigh place. But Clem says Mays 
built this wagon too late, that by 
the time he finished it the lum- 
ber industry was declining. “The 
wagon never did haul a piece of 
lumber’’, Clem says. 

In recounting history of Spring- 
ville Clem says that Harry Wil- 
kinson, a former ranger, built 
the Springville hotel building in 
1912, operating it as a rooming 
house; the hotel also had a pool 
‘hall. 

And it was about this time, 
and later, that the Soda spring 
became quite a center for Sunday 
outings, with swimming in the 
Tule river, a dance floor, and 
various kinds of concessions. 

Clem was married in 1906 to 
the former Sue Berry, a sister of 
Emmett Berry, who served as 
superintendent of schools in Por-

terville for a number of years. 

In fact the Simpson family has 
made-a considerable contribution 
to the school system: Clem’s son, 
Clyde, has been superintendent 
of the Springville Elementary 
school for many years; a. daugh- 
ter, Marjorie Kling, of Bellflow- 
er, is a school teacher; and a sec- 
ond daughter, Anna King, also 
of Bellflower, is married to a 
school. superintendent. 

Since the death of hig wife, 
Clem has made his home in 
Springville with the Clyde Simp- 
son family. 

Two incidents in early - day 
Porterville are recalled by Clem. 
In 1897 he and Bill Rivers drove 
in from the Earlimart country 
where they were hauling grain— 
the loading platform at what is 
now Earlimart was then called 
Erlim — and, after leaving their 
horse at the Arlington stable, 
stopped to watch a crowd in 
front of the Pohlman saloon. 

Clem recalls that a cow, picked 
up by the night watchman and 
held for the prescribed length of 


time, was being auctioned off. 
Everything was in good order 
until suddenly the cow let out a 
bellow and headed at a run down. 
the middle of Main street toward 
the old Morton street school. 

No one knew what had hap- 
pened, but the general opinion 
was that a couple of kids were 
responsible — kids named Elmer 
James and Jim Niles, both of 
whom later became prominent ‘ 
Porterville business men. 

And above one of the Porter- 
ville saloons of that era was a 
small porch that hung over the 
sidewalk. Clem and Fred Du- 
mont had ridden a logging wa- 
gon out of the mountains for a 
night in town, and as they walk- 
ed up in front of the saloon, 
someone tipped over a glass of 
beer on the porch above, said 
beer squarely hitting Aubrey M. 
Lumley Sr., the publisher of the 
Porterville Enterprise. 

“Lumley stopped and looked 
up,” Clem says, “then proceeded 
to give those people on the porch
